WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (Associated 
Press).—Five destroyers are patrolling 
the entrance to the Miami (Fla.) harbor 
under orders from President Wilson to 
prevent, by force if necessary, the 
landing of a cable which the Western 
Union Telegraph Company is having 
laid from Barbados, a British posses- 
gion in the West Indies: 

A British cable ship, the Colonia, has 
‘been chartered by the Western Union 
Company to land the American end of 
the cable, which would connect with the 
British cable line from Barbados to 
Bouth America. 

At the State Department it was stated 
today that the British Embassy had 
been asked to inform the master of the 
ship that such a landing would be in 
violation of American law. Officials 
explained that there was no significance 
fm the fact that the vessel was British ; 
that she probably was the only cable 
Craft available to the American com- 
pany when she was chartered. 

Work on the cable line from Barbados 
was begun last Summer. Some time ago 
the Western Union Company applied to 
the State Department for an executive 
permit to land the wire at Miami, but 
officials said that action on it had 
been delayed pending the holding of the 
International Communications Congress 
calied to meet in Washington on Sept. 
bb. 


A British cable company, it was ex- 
plained, now hat # 
‘rights in Brazilian waters. An Amert- 
ean concern desires to construct a direct 
cable line from the United States to 
Brazil, and it was stated that the Amer- 
ican. Government desired to know before 
igsuing the permit to the Western Union 
Company whether the arrangement en- 
tered into by? that company with the 
British concern, the Western Cable Com- 
pany, controlling the line from Barba- 
@os to Brazil, would add to this mo- 
nopoly. 

Werld Congress on Communications. 

In this connection it was asserted that 
at the forthcoming International Com- 
munications Congress the whole theory 
,of international communications was to 
be examined ‘“‘in a very different tem- 

_'perament”’ from that existing in the 
| past. 

There were reports today that after 
‘the Western Union Company filed its 
‘application for a permit the State De- 
partment requested that a copy of the 
‘contract with the British cable concern 
also be filed and that the company had 
refused to comply. No information as 
to this was obtainable at ‘the depart- 
iment. 

‘while there is a direct cable line be- 
tween the United States and the Pa- 
i cific Coast of South America, cable com- 
/ munication between this country and 
‘| Brazil is possible now only by way of 
‘London, unless the messages are sent to 
the west coast and relayed. 
_ A Girect cable line to Brazil, officials 
lmaid, was much to be preferred, as it 
‘would afford a means of faster and 
probably cheaper communication. 

Some officials expressed doubt today 
whether there was a law requiring per- 

mits for the landing of cables in the 

' United States, but when questioned as 

‘to this the State Department officials 

' declared emphatically that there was 
such a law. 

The orders from the President which 
resulted in the destroyers being assigned 

» to patrol the three-mile limit off Miami 
were issued, it was said, after reports 
_hhad reached the Government that the 
company planned to complete connection 
of the line. 

Secretary Daniels was advised of the 
| orders, upon his return from Alaska, that 
the five destroyers had Instructions from 
' the President to use any means neces- 

gary to prevent the landing of the cable.

‘READY T0 FIGHT, 
SAYS COX FROMRING 


Tells Dayton Crowd He Will 
Give Whole Strength to 
Triumph of Right. 


WILL TAKE THE OFFENSIVE 


Even Small Children, He De- 
clares, Will Understand Mean- 
ing of Notification Speech.

DAYTON, Ohio, Aug. 4.—Declaring 
that Republican leaders who had gained 
control of the party were adopting a 
course based on ‘‘ expediency pure and 
simple,"’ and without regard to the 
great menace thus created to the per- 
petuity of the institutions of govern- 
ment, Governor ‘Cox, speaking at the 
picnic of the Gem City Democratc Club 
today to friends who have stood shoul- 
der to shoulder with him for many 
years, pledged himself to make the 
fight of his life for a “triumph of the 
right.’’ 

The candidate spoke from a roped-in 
platform which had been built for ama- 
teur boxing contests for the entertain- 
ment of the picnic crowd. He climbed 
through the ropes with the assistance 
of several friends and, looking over the 
crowd, asked: 

“ Which is my corner?’”’ 

Then he walked to a chair ina corner 
nearest to which the crowd was densest 
and .sinking into the seat let his arms 
rest along the ropes. 

The crowd began a lusty cheer and 
@ group sang “ Ohio,” the battle song 
of the Ohio delegation at the San Fran- 
sco Convention. Then there was an- 
other cheer for the Governor and cries 
of “Bring on Harding’’ and ‘‘Make 
this one round.’’ When the Governor 
was introduced he said to his audience: 

** Boys, I am ready for the fight.” 

There was another cheer as the Gov- 
ernor stopped, his shoulders thrown 
back and his face a bit grim. 

“Boys,”’ he continued, ‘‘I am sort of 
straitjacketed mentally this afternoon. 
I can't talk to you as I talked to you 
in the old days, and as I would like to 
talk to you now, because propriety and 
precedent suggest that I must on the 
vital issues of the great campaign hold 
my peace until next Saturday. I say to 
you who have believed in me without 
reservation for so many years, how- 
ever, that the document of next Satur- 


day will be understood—even the small’ 


children will know its meaning.’’ 

He devoted several minutes to a re- 
view of old times and old friends. Then 
he went on in fighting mood. 

Like Casey, He’s at the Bat. 

““T am ready for the fight,’’ he re- 
iterated. “We have won  0»before, 
making the same kixd of a fight. 
We will win again, because we are 
right, and our cause deserves to win. 
The opposition has been good to us, and 
the advantages which’ it has given will 
be taken account of in the stirring days 
ahead of us. It apparently has adopted 
the course of doing what we farmers 
used to do — of plowing around the 
stump, seeking to avoid the things 
that perplex. It is, with the op- 
position, expediency pure and simple. 
The attempt is being made to make ap- 
peal to this group, to that group, and 
to the other group, without the slight- 
est consideration of the great menace 
thereby created for the perpetulty of 
our institutions of Government. 

“Our course is the straight .course. 
Our way is as well marked for us as it 
has been in the past. We need make 
no defense. Ours will be the offensive 
fight, from the beginning to the end, 
and it will be a considerable fight— 
make no mistake about that. It required 
a@ great fight on the western front, but 
you know how that fight ended. <And 
I have the faith in me that it will be 
a triumph of the right principles this 
Fall which will serve useful notice on 
the Republican leaders for years to 
come. I was about to say that it will 
be a Democratic triumph—it will not be 
that in the truest sense. “It will not 
be a partisan .vietory. It will be the 
triumph of the right. 

‘“* There comes a time in the course of 
executive responsibilities when a man 
agter he hes taken counsel with his 
friends, after he has analyzed condi- 
tions and made surveys as intelligently 
as possible, must take counsel with his 
own conscience, My expérience telis 
me that, like Carey, it is I who am at 
the bat. 

“And so it is with any executive 
from whom the people may expect re- 
sults. If the people are to have confi- 
dence in their Government, that Govérn- 
ment must yield results and I give the 


promise that I always will bear in mind 4 


the unfailing and unswerving confidence 
which you have given to me. I will 
bring back the standard to you as clean 
as it is given to me. 
“Something tells me that we are 
to win as ceftain as the sun sets 
in the Western States, but we can’t win | voieg 
without standing in solid formation just 
as we have stood in the past.

Attacks Covenant as Fostering 
Discord Among Foreign 
Elements in America.

Delegation from Wayne County, 
Ohlo, Hears Republican Candi- 
date and Senator Watson.

MARION, Ohio, Aug. 4.—Industrial 
and social peace at home is to be pre- 
ferred to international peace of all the 
world, Senator Harding told a delega- 
tion of 400 business men, farmers and 
factory workers from Wayne County, 
Ohio, who made a4 pilgrimage to the 
front porch this afternoon. 

‘““ Why make a covenant which violates 
the good faith of nations?’ he asked, 
after €mphasizing that no governmental 
authority other than Congress may de- 


clare war, 

‘“*Suppose the League of Nations 
should agree upon a military expedi- 
tion which Congress should refuse to 
support,’”’ the Senator said. ‘* Then, 
under the provisions of Article X, the 
President would be called upon to carry 
on a war without constitutional author- 
ity, or we should prove our compact to be 
no more than a scrap of paper.’’ 

If Germany had had the same con- 
stitutional provision that gives Congress 
the sole authority to declare war, the 
World War might have been avoided, 
the Senator addeil. 

‘“‘Many advocates of pacifism think 
our safeguards are not enough,’’ he went 
on, ‘* that there should be a referendum 
to the péople before a war. The other 
extreme is to be found among those 
who seriously propose that a council of 
foreign powers shaH- summon the sons 
of this republic to war anywhere in the 
world.’’ 

“No! No!’ shouted the crowd stand- 
ing on the gravel coated lawn in front of 
the Harding home. 

Elaborating upon his speech of accept- 
ance pledging a Republican administra- 
tion to negotiate a new treaty, with an 
association of nations based on moral 
ties alone, Senator Harding affirmed 
that “‘ we are on the side of both safety 
and honor to hold for ourselves the de- 
cision of our obligations to the world.” 


War ‘‘ An Obligation to Ourselves.’ 


** Men prate about violated obligations 
to the nations of the earth,’’ he went 
on. ‘‘ The solemn truth is that our 
part in the World War was an obliga- 
tion to ourselves, performed in sympa- 
thy with associatéd, not allied, powers, 
and our splendid part in helping to win 
the war was the armed manifestation 
ot American conscience, not the fulfil- 
ment of a written obligation.’’ 

Adoption of the League of Nations, 
Senator Harding intimated, would in- 
volvée this country in entanglements that 
Washington never dreamed . of. With 
natives of every country on earth now 
American citizens, should the United 


** jealousies and hatreds of all civiliza- 
tion? These adopted sons of the re- 
public want the settlement favorable to 
the lands from which they came. The 
misfortune is not alone that it rends 
the concord of nations. The greater pity 
is that it rends the concord of our citi- 
zenship at home.’’ 

Referring to Governor Coolidge’ 8 
speech of acceptance calling for rescue 
from the réaction of war, Senator Hard- 
ing added that “‘ we also need to be res- 
cued from the visionary and fruitless 
pursuit of peace through super-govern- 
ment.”’ 

He then defended his slogan of “‘ nor- 
mailcy.’’ 

“That doesn’t mean the old order. 
That doesn’t mean looking backward. 
It is the short and easy way of saying 
‘again to stability,’ ‘once more to 
regularity.’ There hasn’t been a back- 
ward look in América for three hundred 
years, but the man who faces the fu- 
ture with highest assurance is he who 
has noted the paths which made his 


progress secure.”

‘Sandwich Men,’ 


* with Fair-Price Placards, 


To Stand in Front of Eight Food Stores 





As a protest against profiteering on 
retail sales of fruit, vegetables and fish, 
Dr. Robert Grimshaw, a special lecturer 
in New York University, suggested yes- 
terday that ‘‘ sandwich men’’ be posted 
at the doors of dealers, with placards 
giving fair prices of commodities for 
that day. He said he would obtain these 
fair.prices from Washington Market. 

Unless there is a reduction of prices 
among Washington Heights dealers near 
his home at 717 West 177th Street, Dr. 
Grimshaw said that he would hire 
‘sandwich men’”’ next week, so that he 
could tell the public the fair wholesale 
prices of fruit and vegetables. He added 
that he had already notified eight deal- 
ers of his intention, and asserted that, 
although he intended to bear the ex- 
pense himself, he.urged that groups of 
citize_.s try the same plan in their neigh- 
borhoods to check profiteering in food. 

Dr. Grimshaw facets that prices: on 


Washington Heights wére higher than 
in lower Amsterdam Avenue and in 
many other parts of the city and ex- 
pressed the opinion that dealers in the 
upper end of Manhattan Island were 
taking an excessive profit. ; 

“‘Those who are now making 400 per 
cent. profit on tomatoes must shift the 
decimal point one to the west,"’ he said. 
** Dealers on Washington Heights are 
demanding 20 cents a pound for them, 
while they are only 4 cents a pound 
in some other parts of the city.” 

The investigator declared also that 
he believed housewives were starting a 
pernicious practice that would greatly 
increase thelr expenses when they 
‘tipped ” salesmen or clerks in meat 
shops and fish and vegetable stores.

SUES MAN TO WHOM 
HE OFFERED WIFE 


Newark Husband Says His 
$100,000 Alienation - Action 
Follows Ultimatum to Rival. 


TELLS OF AN ELOPEMENT 


Affidavits Filed in Trenton Also 
Reveal Many Conferences 
and Promises to Reform. 


TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 4.—Papers in 
a strange alienation suit have been filed 
here in which it is set forth that Charles 
B. Chisholm of 87 Beaumont Place, 
Newark, tola William C, Parker of 
Morristown that if he wanted Mrs. 


Chisholm as his wife he could have her, 
but that if he didn’t want to marry her 
he must cease seeing and coOmmunicat- 
ing with her. Failure to comply with 
the ultimatum résulted in the filing of 
the suit, in which $100,000 is demanded. 

According to the papers, for two 
years Chisholm battled with his rival, 
also a married man, for the love of Mrs. 
Chisholm. Parker’s wife knew of the 
affair between her husband and Mrs. 
Chisholm, and discussed the situation 
with Chisholm. In fact, conferences 
Were numerous, as were promises of 
reformation, sa¥ the affidavits. 

The papers set forth that after the 
last ‘conference between Chisholm, his 
wife and Parker, the latter two decided 
to elope. They set on July 8, but after 
talking the matter over decided to call 
the elopement off, and return to their 
respective homes. 

Chisholm says in his complaint that 
by this time he had lost his patience 
with Parker, and decided to carry out 
the terms of the ultimatum—hence the 
suit. 

Husband Calis a Conference. 


Chisholm avers that the ‘“ infatua- 
tion ’’ of the couple had its inception in 
the Summer of 1918, when the Chisholms 
and the Parkers occupied Summer cot- 
tages at Culver’s Lake, N. J. Chisholm 
became convinced that his wife loved 
Parker, so, in a matter-of-fact way he 
called his wife and Parker into a con- 
ferencé, his affidavit says. He told them 
the affair must end, and both agreed. 
Parker left immediately for the city, 
and after two days Chisholm, sure that 
the rival for his wife’s affections would 
not return, left also. He returned only 
on week-ends. 

Chisholm sets forth that he learned 
from his wife’s maid that Parker re- 
turned early in the Summer and saw his 
wife frequently. 

In September, 1918, when the Chis- 
holms had taken up their residence in 
Newark, a second conference was held. 
tt was then that Chisholm told Parker 
to either mafry Mrs. Chisholm or leave 
her, The two agreed the affair was a 
thing of the past and promised not to 
gee each other. 

The peace of the Chishoim household 
was not disturbed for a month, says the 
husband, when Mrs. Chisholm was 
stricken with influenza. Parker phoned 
and asked permission to see the sick 
woman and Chisholm finally agreed. By 
the Spring of 1919 Mr. Chisholm became 
suspicious again. There followed a lét- 
ter from Parker to Mrs. Chisholm, say- 
ing they had been wrong in their. love, 
and Chisholm breathed easier. 

Delivers His Ultimatum. 

By the first of this year the situation 
was such that Chisholm scheduled an- 
other conference with Parker. No con- 
crete solution of the situation was 
reached. 

In July Chisholm sent his wife to the 
White Mountains, but she returned in 
two days. Then the last conference was 
held. ; 

‘Take her or leave her—either one or 
the other, or face a suit for alienation,’’ 
he told Parker, according to his papers. 

**T can’t take her,’’ Parker answered. 
** I’ve got to educate my sons.”’ 

This so aroused Chisholm that he de- 
clared: ‘‘ The education of your sons—do 
you put the education of your sons be- 
fore a woman like that?’”’ 

Then Chisholth says he gave Parker 
ten days to think the matter over. 

Mrs. Chisholm packed her bag and: the 
next day she and Parker departed. 
Chisholm returned from work and found 
his wife gone.. Mrs. Parker phoned him 
her husband was missing, and while 
they were talking over the phone the 
two principals arrived back in their re-

Leaders of Railroad Outlaws 
Charged with Conspiracy to 
Tie Up Necessities. 


JUDGE REFUSES REPORT 


Orders Chicago Grand Jury to 
Withhold It Until They Dis- 
cover Newspaper ‘ Leak.’

CHICAGO, Aug. 4. — Indictments 
charging violation of the Sherman and 
Lever acts were found today by a Fed- 
eral Grand Jury against John Gruneau, 
leader of the ‘outlaw’ railroad 


switchmen’s strike, and forty of his 
aids. The indictments charge conspir- 
acy to. tie up shipments of the necessi- 
ties of life. 

Federal Judge Alschuler, however, re- 
fused to accept the report of the jury 
as it affected the indictments. In its 
report the jury had recommended the 
acceptance of true bills against the la- 
bor leaders. These had beén drawn up 
and presented during the day to the 
jury for its approval. 

While the jury wass till deliberating 
on returning the indictments, newepaé- 
pers published. the fact that true bills 
were expected. Judge Alschuler de- 
clared he would not accept the report or 
allow the indictments to be returned 
until the jury had determined the source 
of the “‘ leak.”’ 

He detained for nearly an hour and 
@ hajf the grand jurors, attorneys for 
the Government and newspaper re- 
porters assigned to the Federal Build- 
ing while he lectured them on the im- 
propriety of divulging the results of 
Grand Jury proceedings before return 
of the official report to the presiding 
judge. He charged the grand jurors 
to investigate thoroughly the suspected 
‘pipe line,’’ saying: 

“The press believes itself to be a 
class specially privileged to pursue any 
course, whether it’s contrary to law and 
practice or not. The newspapers must 
obey the law.’’ 

** Did you make reference to these 
indictments to persons outside the jury 
room?’’ he asked each juror. All an- 
swered ‘‘ no.”’ 

‘The person who divulged this in- 
formation should be treated as an anar- 
chist,’’ the judge continued. ‘It is a 
very serious offense. We may consider 
the law which reguires that the Grand 
Jyry session be a secret one, unwise. 
But while it is a statute we must one 
ahd ali réspect and obey it.’’ 

After directing the jury to investigate 
itself and fix the blame for the “‘ leak ”’ 
Judge Alschuler advised that a search 
be made for a dictagraph in the Grand 
Jury room and dismissed the jurors with 
the injunction to return with their re- 
port tomorrow. 

Assistant Attorney General 
said: ( 

**I have absolute confidence in the em- 
ployes of my department and am certain 
that the ‘leak’ did not occur there. I 
can assure thé bench that the District 
Attorney’s office and the Department of 
Justice are in complete accord with his 
views.’’ 

Another man mentioned in the testi- 
mony, is said to have been H. E. Read- 
ing, President of the United Engine- 
men’s Association, according to the re- 
ports. The forty-one persons reported 
named are all said to be members of the 
yardmen’s or engindmen’s organizations 
or intermediaries, between the organiza- 
tions and similar bodies of men in other 
cities.

New Trace Negotiations 
To be Held at Minsk 


WARSAW, Aug. 4 (Associated 
Press).—The Polish Government to- 
day replied to the Russian Soviet 
Government, agreeing to meet repre- 
sentatives of the Bolsheviki at Minsk 
as soon as feasible. 

This decision was reached after an 
all-day sitting of the Council of De- 
fense and the Allied Mission. 

It is probable the Polish delegation 
will depart for Minsk on Thursday.

PARIS, Aug. 4.—According to the 
French Foreign Office tonight, it has 
been discovered that there exists be- 
tween Moscow and the German reac- 


tionary leaders an agreement that one 
of the conditions of Polish peace will 
be the suppression of the Danzig corri- 
dor given to Poland under the Ver- 
sailles Treaty, and the establishment of 
another German frontier in this region. 
It said that German neutrality and 
refusal to permit the ‘passage of allied 
troops to Poland was. part. of the bar- 
gain.. The French say this information 
comes from Russian officers captured 
by the Poles. 

Premiers Lidyd George and Millerand 
held a long telephone conversation to- 
day over the Polish situation, and it is 
understood the two Premiers may hold 
a meeting very soon to talk over the 
matter. It is rumored that the Allies 
plan to send six divisions of troops to 
Poland. 

The Matin learns that the French Gov- 
ernment is consulting the American 
Government on the Polish situation. 

lt is reported in Paris tonight that 
Kameneff and Krassin, heading the 
Soviet delegation in London, will be 
invited to leave England within two or 
three days. The French Government 
favors.this move, and is determined to 
take no part in Russian commercial 
negotiations unless there is a complete 
change of front on the part of Moscow. 

There are rumors in Paris that Polish 
Communists are stirring up trouble in 
the capital, and it is feared that if the 
Polish Government leaves, as appears 
probable, an effort will be made to hoist 
the red flag at Warsaw and allow the 
Russians to enter without resistance. 

The attitude of the French Foreign Of- 
fice which up to yesterday was hopeful 
that Warsaw would be saved is today 
frankly pessimistic. Its opinion is based 
upon reports from Ambassador Jusser- 
and, who, according to latest reports, is 
still in the Polish capital. 

Reds on the Way to Corridor. 

In view of the fact that allied muni- 
tions are being received by way of 
Danzig, the success of the Red armies 
to the north is all important. Passing 
by Augustow, Gravievo and Kolno, they 
are approaching Miava, which lies on 
the main railroad lines from Danzig to 
Warsaw. ‘This line cut there would re- 
main only a secondary line through 
Thorn for supplies from Danzig.

LONDON, Thursday, Aug. 5.—In a 
new note wirelessed Tuesday night after 
the Cabinet meeting the British Govern- 
ment called the attention of Soviet Rus- 
sia to the sole condition on which it 
would take part in the proposed London 
conference. * If it ls to meet the Red rep- 
resentatives it must be on the under- 
standing/that peace with Poland will be 
Giscussed then, and that the Soviet does 
not attempt to force terms on the Po- 
lish representatives before the confer- 

ence’ meets. 

In taking this line it is learned the 
British Government ig relying on caus- 
ing division in Russtan counsels, It is 
fully recognized ‘here that the militarist 
factions at Moscaw are not likely to 
agree willingly to an attitude of mod- 
eration toward Poland, but it is be- 
lieved there are many in the Soviet 
councils who realize fully the necessity 
of opening up trade with the Entente 
countries. 

The Dally Chronicle’s political corre- 
spondent writes of the Lloyd George 
meeting with Kameneff and Krassin: 

“The conversation related, I am in- 
formed, exclusively to the Russian ad- 
vence into Poland. This was a sequel 
to a shoft British note sent by wireless 
to the Moscow Government in. which 
Moscow was asked to state whether the 
Russian advance would continue and 
whether the armistice to the Poles would 
be granted. The Russians’ mission are

“‘ The issue is one of peace or war be- 
tween the Allies and the Russian Soviet 
Government, for the Allies are pledged 
to uphold the independence of Poland.

France has been sending muni- 
tions into Poland in accordance with an 
arrangement made some time ago. 

*“*T gather that the Russian delegation 
at their meeting with the Prime Min- 
ister stated that they are here with the 
fullést instructions of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, not merely to negotiate on 
trade relations but to sign any peace 
treaty. 

“That there can be no London con- 
ference on general peace and that the 
Russian mission must return and no 
trade relations be opened if satisfactory 
Polish armistice is not arranged are 
points scarcely worth stating.

Commends Democratic Minority. 


We commend the Democratic minority 
in the Legislature for its earnest and 
patriotic efforts to secure the enactment 


of the many measures required to make 
effective the constructive and progres- 
sive ‘program of Governor Smith. Co- 
operating with him to redeem the 
pledges given to the people and to re- 
lieve them from-many burdens which 
changing conditions had treated, practi- 
cally all of their efforts were thwarted 
by the reactionary Republican Assembly, 
which refused in. innumerable instances 
even to permit important remedial legis- 
lation to be discussed. 

With no desire for partisan advantage, 
with an eye single to the public weal, 
Governor Smith and the Democratic mi- 
nority in the Legislature repeatedly 
urged the enactment of laws impera- 
tively required for the prosperity of the 
people and the proper development of 
the State. 

The issue has been made by the oppo- 
sition of the Republican Party to the 

roposed reforms. Facing forward, not 
ackward, confident of its dininterested- 
ness in the advocacy of needed’ legisia- 
tion, anxious to serve the Common- 
wealth in the manner best designed to 
advance the people oy 8 the path of 
progress, the Democratic Party presents 
this review of its conduct and its re- 
newed’ pledges for progressive legisla- 
tion, confident that the people will em- 
phatically approve the administration of 
Governor Smith and, under his guid- 
ance insure, without the interfer@nce 6f 
petty partisan litics, an outstandingly 
liberal, economical, progressive and of. 
ficient administration. 


Reorganization of the State Government. 


To promote efficiency and to eliminate 
waste, we still favor amendments to the 
Constitution which will effect a reorgan- 


ization of the State Government and 
consolidate into eighteen departments, 
with responsible heads, the 187 existing 
unsystematized and imperfectly — con- 
trolled agencies of government. 

With the annual budget exceeding 
$140,000,000, necessitating for the first 
time a tax upon incomes to meet the 
mounting cost of government, the need 
for this reform is imperative. 

Progressive citizens of all shades of 
SS opinion joined in appeal to the 

egislature to pass the amendments 
recommended by the Governor’s Recon- 
struction Commission. This appeal was 
denied only because the Republican ma- 
jority was unwilling that a Democratic 
Governor should have the ‘credit for so 
constructive a reform. 


Executive Budget. 


The present budget system is archaic 
and wasteful. It does not ‘fix authority 
and responsibility. The only cure is to 


provide by constitutional amendment for 
an executive budget system. The execu- 
tive budget system has been.adopted by 
more than twenty States; has been ap- 
proved by Congress, and will soon be 
effective in Washington. It is incor- 
porated in the platforms of both, of the 
leading national ‘parties. Opposition by 
the Republican Party to an executive 
budget for the State means repudiation 
of their national party platform. 

An executive budget system will as- 
sure the public submission to the Legis- 
lature of an authoritative finance pro- 
gram by the Governor as head of the 
executive department. It will relieve 
the Legislature of detailed administra- 
tive functions, leaving its authority over 
matters of policy unimpaired and its 
dignity enhanced. It will thus strength- 
en both the legislative and executive 
branches of the Government and will 
insure economy and a procedure which 
the public can follow and understand. 


State Finances. 


We commend Governor Smith for ,the 
vigorous wee of his veto power in strik- 
ing from the appropriation bills millions 
of dollars of needless and useless ap- 
propriations made by the Republican 


-agetare. 

While the people of the State may ex- 
pect an increase in the cost of govern- 
meént proportionate: with the increase fn 
every other line of endeavor, they. have 
no patience with wasteful and useless 
expenditures. 

We pledge a rigid economy and a 
careful scrutiny of every suggested ap- 
propriation, so that public works may 
be progressed in the order of their im- 
portance to all of the people and not as 
a matter of favor to a few. : 

Four-Year Term for Governor. 

We favor the submission to the people 
of an amendment to the Constitution 
lengthening the term of the Governor 
and State officers, in the belief that it 
will tend toward greater stability, con- 
tinuity and effectiveness in management 
of State affairs. 


Highways. 
We commend Governor Smith for his 
determination to divorce highways from 
partisan politics. The building and 


maintenance of highways is the largest 
business enterprise in which the State 
engages and one which affects directly 
the interests of every citizen. We ap- 
prove his policy that the highway de- 
partment ‘be conducted on strictly busi- 
ness principles, and that those highways 
benefiting the greatest number be built 
first, preference being given to farm 
market roads. We indorse the Gover- 
nor’s stand for Gurable, well-built roads 
in place of ‘‘ the-more-miles-the-more- 
votes” plan,. the mistaken policy often 
pursued in the past under Republican 
administrations which resulted in broken 
down roads and waste of public money. 

The State’s highways were left by the 
previous Republican administration in a 
deplorable condition... Unfinished and 
wornout roads blocked traffic and 
caused financial loss to the taxpayers 
through the State. Little or no recon- 
struction was done during 1917 and 1918, 
anc many important roads thus ne- 
glected went to pieces. Ih less than a 
year the present Democratic adminis- 
tration, in addition to getting the aban- 
doned contracts again under way, in- 
augurated many miles of reconstruction 
and urgently needed new construction. 

The reform inaugurated by the pres- 
ent administration of substituting main- 
tenance gangs for the old method of re- 
pairing roads py politically appointed 
patrolmen has made the maintenance 
of highways more efficient and econ- 
omical than ever fore. 

Despite the fact that the maintenance 
appropriation requested by the High- 
way Commission was cut in half by a 

epublican Legislature, the present con- 
dition of the highways of the State is 
conclusive proof of the practical policy 
and faithful service of the Democratic 
administration. . 

Housing. 


Decent homes, good wholesome envi- 
ronments in which to~bring up chi- 
dren, are fundamental necessities of the 


people. The present crisis in housing 
has been accentuated by conditions aris- 
ing out of the war, and calls for dras- 
tic changes in our methods of supply- 
ing homes. 

We recommend the creation of local 
housing boards in communities having 
a population of over 10000, and the 
creation of a central State housing 
agency to aid each locality in meeting

the immediate, pressing ‘need for suffi- 
cient homes; a constitutional amend- 
ment permitting extension of ctate 
credit on an adequate scale at low 
rates or the construction of -moderate 
priced tomes; legislation permitting 
cities to acqtiire, hold or lease vacant 
lands, and, if necessary, to carry on 
housing as a municipal activity; the ex- 
emption of the bonds of the State Land 
Bank and the exemption for a limited 
period of mortgage loans on dwellings 
from State, local and Federal taxation: 

This program was urged by the Gov- 
ernor in a special message to the Leg- 
islature, but the Republican majority 
‘ignored his recommendations. 

We favor more effective legislation. to 
protect tenants against the unreason- 
able increase of rentals and dispossess 
proceedings of unfair landlords. 


Labor. 

The Democratic ‘party has ever been 
zealous for the welfare of the workers. 
There is a wide difference between the 
attitude of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic partiés in relation to labor and 


social legislation. The Republican Par- 
ty regards the worker as a mere ma- 
chine, to be thrown into the scrap-heap 
when he has outlived his usefulness. 
The Democratic Party treats the men 
and women who toil as human beings 
with material and social needs and 
aspirations common to all mankind. 

The record of the Republican Party 
in this State shows how insincere and 
hypocriti¢al are the general declarations 
in its platform of its interest in the 
welfare of labor. 

Practically every piece of progres- 
sive labor and social legislation, includ- 
ing the Workrnen’s Compensaton law, 
the Widows’ Penson law, the Full Crew 
bill, the laws reducing the hours of 
labor of women and prohibiting night 
work, the child labor laws, putting an 
end to the exploitation of children; the 
One Day of Rest in Seven law, the fire 
prevention laws and the great mass of 
legislation for the protection of the 
safety and health of the men, women 
and children employed in industry was 
enacted by the Democratic Party. 

For all these Democratic measures 
Governor Smith fought successfully 
during his legislative career. 

The past two years the _ Governor 
has urged the Republican Legislature 
to pass a minimum wage law for 
women and minors employed in industry 
and a law reducing the hours of labor 
of women and minors by fixing a maxt- 
mum eight-hour day. for their employ- 
ment in industral establshments. 

To these humane and progressive pro- 
posals the Republican Party turns a 
deaf ear. Although they were passed 
by the Senate, they were not even per- 
mitted to be discussed upon the floor of 
the Assembly, but were stifled in com- 
mittee at the behest of e corrupt and 
powerful lobby. 

We pledge ourselves to the enactment 
of these measures. . . 

We oppose the compulsory arbitration 
of private labor disputes, and we favor 
legislation declaring that the labor of a 
human being is not a commodity or an 
article of commerce. 

The Democratic Party stands for equal 
epportunities for men and women in cur 
industrial as. well as in our political life. 
The labor of women should be sur- 
rounded with every safeguard, not alone 
in the interest of present day_ society, 
but for the sake of future generations. 

There is no’ greater evil to posterity 
and to the race than the premature em- 
ployment and overwork of children. 
Every protecticn that the State can de- 
vise should be afforded to the children 
employed in our industrial establish- 
ments. Their labor should be closely 
restricted and carefully supervised, to 
the end that they may develop into 
strong and vigorous manhood and wo- 
manhood. ‘ 

Capital and Labor. 


The enlightened attitude of the Demo- 
cratic Party toward labor harmonizes 
with its view that the further progress 
of capital in developing natural sources, 
increasing production and enlarging the 
scope of industry’s: service to society, is 
intimately bound up in the progress and 
welfare of labor. The Democratic Party 
recognizes the rights of both capital and 
labor, and realizes that the prosperity of 
the entire community depends upon their 
joint welfare and co-operation. 

We strongly commend: the energetic 
and successful efforts of Governor 
Smith, through the Labor Board éstab- 
lished by him, to avoid industrial dis- 
ordet and strife in the trying period of 
reconstruction and readjustment through 
which we have been passing. 

As a result of an investigation upon 
the recommendation .of the Governor, 
the pernicious system of direct settle- 
ments, which had been grafted into the 
jaw under a Republican Governor and 
a Republican Legislature, was abol- 
ished. 

We pledge ourselves to a liberal, hu- 
mane and efficient administration of the 
workmen’s compensation law that will 
secure to injured workmen and. their 
dependents the compensation to which 
they are entitled. We favor the revision 
of the occupational disease law so as to 
simplify its administration and to cover 
more accurately the fllnesses due to in- 
dustrial —— and processes. 

We favor the enactment of a compre- 
hensive Federal workmen’s compensa- 
tion law to cover employments now de- 
clared by court interpretation to be out- 
side of the workmen’s compensation law 
of this State, such as hazardous employ- 
ments in connection with loading, un- 
loading and repairing ships plying in 
navigable waters, so that this great 
number of —— earners within our 
State may be adequately protected. 


Conservation and Water Power. 


The Democratic Party has always 
stood for the conservation of our forests 
and natural resources. 

We reiterate our support for Uu.c de- 
velopment and distribution by the State 
of hydro-electric power for the benefit 
of all the people. The Republican Leg- 
islature has twice refused to enact leg- 
islation proposed by Governor Smith to 
accomplish this purpose, and has at- 
tempted to substitute therefor the ex- 
ploitation of the State’s water resources 
or the benefit of those influential 
enough to obtain franchises therefor. 

We commend Governor. Smith's veto 
of the Sage bill, which attempted to re- 
vive privately owned and_ practically 
dormant charters affecting the border 
water of the State. fh 

We pledge ourselves to the continued 
preservation and extensién of the State 
forest domain and to the prevention of 
the pollution of streams, and to the re- 
forestation of denuded forest lands. 

Governor Smith recommended that 
measures be enacted for the proper stor- 
age of water to provide a supply in 
times of drought, thus furnishing a 
steady source of power and giving more 
regular employment and increased wage 
earnings. In pursuance of this recom- 
mendation the Governor. appointed the 
Commissioners of the first water storage 
district created in the State—the Black 
River regulating district—and those 
Commissioners are now engaged in the 
preparation of comprehensive plans for 
the storage and conservation of the 
head waters of the Black River. 


Equal Suffrage. 
We commend the Governor for prompt- 
ly calling the Legislature in extraordi- 
nary session in order that the Empire 


State might advance the cause of univer- 
sal suffrage. ._We condemn Senator 
Wadsworth, who, in the face of the ex- 
promet will of the people, persisted in 

is reactionary attitude tow this 
great reform.’ We regret that the pro- 
gressive action of our State has not been 
tollowed by all of the States in the 
Union. We urge the Legislatures of such 
States as have not yet -ratifieqd the 
amendment to do so at once. 

We approve of the principle of inde- 
pendent citizenship for all women. 

With the enfranchisement of women in 
this State Governor Smith believed that 
they should be represented on the Board 
of Regents, the head of the educational 
system of.the State. When three vacan- 
cies occurred in this most important 
body in the Spring of 1920 the mo- 
cratic minority proposed that one of the 
vacanciés should be filled by a woman; 
but the. Republican Party, in spite of its 
declaration that it welcomed women to 
full participation. in the Government, 
filled the places with three of its male 
political leaders. 

We commend Governor Smith for ap- 
pointing. a woman to e State Civil 
Service Commission and to the State 
Industrial Commission, thus recognizing 
that women should be represented: on 
important State bodies whose activities 
directly affect the welfare of large num- 
bers of women and children. 


Equal Representation on State 
‘ Committee. 
We recommend thé amendment of the 
election law to provide for two mem- 
bers of the State Committee from each 


Assembly district and urge equal repre- 
1 oan of the sexes on said .com- 
mittee. 


Election Laws. 


We demand a comprehensive revision 
and clarification of the Cdrrupt Prac- 
tices act, the penal law and the election 
law, so as to provide full publicity of 
campaign contributions before eclection. 
These important reforms have been 
twice recommended by Governor Smith 
and thvice denied by the Republican 
Legislature. The people are entitled to 
know what obligations candidates have 
incurred to special interests for financ- 
ing their campaign. The conscience of 
the whole country was recently shocked 
by the bold and brazen attempts to pur- 
chase Republican nominations with im- 
mense contributions of money secretly 
made and beyond all reason. 

We have consistently declared in favor 
of an amendment “to the Constitution 
which would permit voters whose occu- 
pation detains them from. their place 
of residence on Election Day to, cast 
their ballots. At the recent session of 
the Legislature Governor Smith signed 
a bill carrying this constitutional 
amendment into effect. : 


Direct Primaries. 


We believe in direct nominations. We 
ave opposed to any legislation that will, 
in whole or in part, deprive enrolled 
voters of the direct choice of their own 
candidates. We approve the action of 
Governor Smith in vetoing Republican 
legislation intended to destroy the direct 
primary law. Party orgenizations which 
cannot be maintained without depriving 
the party voters of the final say ought 
not to exist. 


“Municipal Home Rule. 


We pledge our support to an amend- 
ment to the Constitution granting to 
cities and villages adequate powers of 
self-government and control over their 
local affairs and property, subject to the 
géneral laws of the State, but free from 
legislative . interference in matters of 
purely local concernn. We further pledge 
our support to iegislation which will 
confer upon all cities greater powers of 
local self-government, including the 

wer to own and operate their public 
utilities when the judgment of the com- 
munity demands it. 

We wil. continue to oppose all measures 
which further restrict the control of 
cities over their own local affairs. We 
call attention to the fact that the. Repub- 
lican Legislature has refused to advance 
the municipal ~home rule arhendment, 
desired by the Conference of Mayors, 
and that the Governor has been. compel- 
led to prevent with his veto the enact- 
ment of Republican legislation totalty 
destructive of the home rule principle. 

Public Ctilities. 

We favor the regulation of public 
utilities so that sufficient and safe serv- 
ice may be rendered the pyblic at a cost 
which will yield not more than a fair 
return upon the capital actually and 
honestly invested. 

We favor investing the Public Service 
Commissions with sufficient power to 
enforce their own orders and suspend 
proposed increased rates during investi- 
gation by the commissions. 

We favor the enactment of legislation, 
defeated at the last session of the Legis- 
lature by the Republican Senate, placing 
upon a public utility corporation de- 
manding increased rates the burden of 
proof to show the reasonableness of such 
proposed increases, and removing that 
burden which now rests upon the public. 


Increase Rate Legislation, 


We are opposed to legislation permit- 
ting State commissions to impair or 
modify contracts made between cities of 
the State and railway companies fixing 
rates of fare. Measures violating this 
priscinte were strenuously advocated by 

epublican legislators and by a Repub- 
lican Speaker. of the Assembly in 1919 
and 1920. Any modification of such con- 
tracts should be made by. the contract- 
ing parties in accordance with the ma- 
jority sentiment of the community af- 
fected, and they should not be abrogated 
by the interference of State agencies. 


Eighteenth Amendment. 


We favor an amendment to the so- 
called Volstead act that will make oper- 
ative the act passed by the State Legis- 
lature and signed by Governor Smith 
defining non-intoxicating beverages and 
— for the regulation of their 
sale. , ; 

We favor an amendmént to the na- 
tional Constitution whereby all amend- 
ments to the Constitution of the United 
States hereafter proposed shall be rati- 
fied by a referendum of the whole peo- 
ple and not by the Legislatures of the 
several States. : 4 


Free Speech. 


The Democratic Party stands firmly 
for the right of free speech and free as- 
semblage, in order to maintain the Goy- 
Saye by the enlightened will of the 

ajority. An ardent advocate of these 
principles, Govéfnor Smith has pre- 
serv by his récent vetoes the right of 
political minorities . against. summary 
suppression and has maintained free- 
dom of opinion and speech.

The com- 
missioners themselves admitted that in 
several important bureaus of the Council 
of Farms. and Markets, notably the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, the bureau 
in charge of the d of hofses con- 
demned for glanders, the dog fund and 
the bureaus ‘entrusted with the inspec- 
tion of food substitutes, there was seri- 
ous neglect of duty. i 
Though charged with the duty of pro- 
viding a plan “for securing an ample 
supply of milk in centres of population 
upon an economic basis of distribution,” 


nothing was done—a fact admitted by |. 


the commissioners themselves. - 

With broad grants of power at their 
command, the investigation further dis- 
closed that no attempt had been made 
by Commissioners or Council to,exercise 
them. Beyond a doubt, it was definitely. 
establish by the same investigation 
that. the irresponsible form of depart- 
mental o nization comprised in a 
Council of Farms and Markets appointed 
and removable only by the Legislature, 
and they further divided responsibility 
in two unco-ordinated . departmental 
heads, such as the Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture and Commissioner of Farms 
and Markets, cannot function effect- 
Ively and result in confusion and mal- 
administration. y 

In spite of.a repeated attempt of the 
Governor to secure reorganization of the 
department so as to fix the responsibil- 
ity under a single head, the Republican 
Legislature preferred to disregard all of 
the recommendations of the investiga- 
tion and of the Goyernor. The Council 
of Farms and Markéts itself refused to 
exercise- its own powers and to act on 
the report of the negligence of its 2° 
pointees, and continued to retain in 
their places. officials. clearly guilty of 
incompetence and neglect of duty. 

Although blocked by er Magen legis- 
lative indifference and e refusal to 
remedy departmental inefficiency, we 
sh not ‘lessen our endeavor to check 
the profiteer or to assist legitimate mer- 
chandising and, most of all, to Benefit 
the consumer and the farmer by estab- 
per terminal markets and improving 
our administrative machinery by making 
it more directly responsible to the people, 
aiding co-operative enterprises of farm- 
ers and consumers and regulating food 
industries where it is in the interest of 
the public welfare so to do. 

We pledge ourselves to every possible 
effort to aid in reducing the cost of 
living, of the farmer no less than the 
merchant and the consumer, and to

Health. 

Universal recognition has been ac- 
corded to the importance of protecting 
and preserving the public health. Pre- 
vention of sickness is*as vital, if not 
more so, ‘than the cure of disease. It is

Education. 


The State of New York, through the 
insistence of Governor Smith, has made 
the largest appropriation for educational 
purposes ever made by this or any other 
State and has provided for incréased 
compensation for teachers, 

We are firm in the belief that a sound 
education fs: the best. possible -basis for 
success in life. Believing that we should 
extend the hand of welcome to.those 
who.come to us from forei lands, we 
pledge ourselves to the furthest possible 
extension. of educational, facilities and 
training and encouragement -toward .cit- 
izenship for those members of our com- 
munity. Only in this way. can they be- 
come truly American,

policy of liberal provisions by State aid 
for the educational progress ‘of the 
State.

RETURN OF THE FUR SEAL. 

The values of conservation has never 
been more swiftly and decisively. il- 
lustrated than in the case of our- herd 
of fur ‘seals whose home and breed- 
ing place is the Pribilof Islands in 
Bering Sea. Eight years ago the 
herd was threatened with extinction, 
but it now yields an annual revenue

‘There is no dispute there that they 
are efficient workers and that crime is, 
negligible among them. The truth of 
the matter is: that the trouble started 
when the Japanese would not work any 
longer as -coolies, but. started out. for, 
themselves.- In addition, there is the 
jealousy of agriculturists against, George 
Shima, the Japanese ‘ Potato King,’ who 
is producing 1,600,000 bags of. potatoes 
of 200. pounds each. every year, and 
other farmers are unable to compete. 

‘““At Livingston, Cal., one. of the 
scenes of an anti-Japanese outbreak, we 
foynd that Mr. Adams, the editor of The 
Livingston Journal, was able to settle

effective and just distribution of the 
cost of government; -to. furnish facilities 
tor and conduct scientific investigations 
of facts and principles affecting taxation, 
and promote the diffusion of knowledge 
concerning these matters; to make gen- 
erally available for the corréct gufdance 
of public opinion, and executive, legisla- 
tive and administrative action, the best 
economic ahd = scientific .thought «and 
and pra ‘pe experience on all ques- 
tions and principles pertaining to munl- 
cipal, State and Federal taxation. 

In like matters and for.similar pur- 
poses, to study, ‘investigate, promote 
and secure: scientific and economical 
systems in the expenditure of public 
moneys, including among other matters 
budget, audit systems and the orderly

“*In the second section of the report of 


. the King of Spain's conversation with 


the French Military Attaché on March 
2, 1917, published yesterday, the King 
developed the real gist of his argument. 
The Allies, he said, would gain suc- 
cesses on the Western front, but not 
enough to end the war that year. 
the Eastern front the situation was 
less promising, for, to put it bluntly, 
they were being betrayed by Russia. 

“The King’s insistence on the Rus- 
gian ‘treachery’ reveals his dominant 
thought—to convince France that a con- 
tinuance of the war would be only for 
Russia’s benefit and chiefly at the ex- 
pense of Austria. Russia did not de- 
serve the Allies’ consideration, there- 
fore the Allies had lots to lose and 
little to gain by continuing the war. 

“In the section of the report which 
appears below the King puts forward 
his plan for saving Austria, to whose 
royal family he is closely related. He 
suggests that instead of continuing the 
war the Allies should endeavor to dislo- 
cate the Teutonic alliance. This could 
be done by the severance of Austria 
from Germany. 

“In most definite terms the King 
gays, and repeats, that he is ready per- 
gonally to conduct negotiations to this 
end. ’

LONDON, Aug. 4.—The case for do- 

minion home rule in Ireland was ar- 

gued by a deputation of Irish business 
men, Unionists and Nationalists to- 
gether, from Dublin and Cork, before 

Premier Lloyd George and other Min- 

isters at Downing Street today. The 

deputation was appointed at a confer- 
ence of professional and business men 
held at Cork yesterday, and undertook 

a hurried journey to London in order to 

make representations to the Prime Min- 

ister on the subject. 

Members of the deputation claimed 
that they embraced both Unionists and 
Nationalists, Protestants and Catholics. 
They argued that the present Home Rule 
bill was not desired by any section in 
Ireland and would do nothing to ally 
present discontent. They urged that the 
Irish problem could be solved in an ac- 
ceptable manner only by an immediate 
grant to Ireland of a dominion status 
within the empire, and appealed for 
gencrous financial treatment ‘‘in view 
of the overtaxation of Ireland in the 
past.’’ 

The effect of the Prime Minister’s 
reply was that the deputation spoke 
for only a limited number of Irishmen, 


and that if proposals of that kind were. 


to receive consideration they must be 
made to the Government by a body rep- 
resenting a much larger section of Irish 
opinion. 


LONDON, Aug. 4 (Associated Press).— 
The Premier's 
Cork and Dublin deputation “was the 
cause of the greatest interest in the 
lobby of the House*of Commons. Here 
the belief was axpressed that the views 
of men of such high standing in South 
and. West Ireland, many of whom for- 
merly were opposed to Home Rule, 
could not have failed of careful consid- 
eration by the Ministers. 

‘‘ The Irish volunteers are being led by

the British army and are disgruntled, 
either respecting their pay or as regards 
nationalism,’’ says a dispatch to the 
Daily Mail from Dublin.

_ Frederick W. Stevens, of Ann Arbor, 
Mich., formerly a member of the staff 
of J. P. Morgan & Co.,; has been ap- 
pointed resident representative at Pe- 
king, China, of the American group of 
the international consortium for China.

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MAYOR PROMISES 
MONEY FOR SCHOOLS 


‘Every Dollar Possible’ Pledged 
for Construction of New Build- 
ings Asked For by Prall. 


ATTACKS THE GARY SYSTEM 


Accuses Rockefeller Foundation and 
its Followers of. Aiming at Train- 
ing Children for Mills. 


While Commissioner of Accounts David 
A. Hirshfield Was examining Eugene A. 
Nifenecker, Director of the Bureau of 
Research, Reference.and Statistics of the 
Board of Education yésterday, to deter- 
mine “‘just what work Nifenecker and 
a high selaried force of assistants are 
doing,’’ Mayor Hylan made public a 
renewed attack on the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation and the Gary system. 

The Mayor's attack was in the form of 
a reply to a letter from President 
Anning S. Prall of the Board of Kduca- 
tion regarding the need for additional 
funds for the construction of school 
buildings. Mr. Hylan promised every 
dollar possible ang said the people had 
had enough ‘‘of extravagance and 
visionary experimentation in the public 
schools, due to the usurpation by the 
educational ring of functions properly 
belonging to the Board of Education.”’ 
"The educational policy of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation, which is familiarly 
known as thé Gary system,” said the 
Mayor, ‘‘is to educate the children of 
the masses for the fill and factory 
instead of fitting them for the higher 
professions. Likewise, it is the policy 
of certain powerful industrial interests 
in this country not to educate the people. 
These same industrial interests are mak- 
ing the assertion that by educating the 
masses to too high a degree we are inter- 
fering with the industrial system of the 
country. 

** Those in control of the educational 
policy in our city, and even in our State, 
seem to be inoculated and in sympathy 
with such policies. The best possible evi- 
dence of this is that when any of their 
agents or sympathizers are given a little 
‘| jolt by the members of the Board of 
Educatton, whose sympathies are with 
the people, a tremendous howl goes up 
that the schools are being controlled by 
Tammany or some other political agency. 
** Many instances of the determination 
to fit children for the mill and factory 
cah be cited. Such an instance is the 
neglect in the years ow by to build 
a sufficient number of schools to keep 
pace with the annually ' increasing 
school population. Another is the hold- 
ing back of the brighter children with 
the less progressive, thereby keeping 
the schools crowded and increasing the 
necessity for more school buildings, 
while at the same time less attention, 
is given to the backward children. Still 
anothér are the frills and fancies cost- 
ing the taxpayers a great deal of 
money. ; 

“ Business men of our city have com- 
plained that children’ coming from tKe 
public schools are often unable to spell 
ordinary words. There is no good rea- 
son for this."’ 

The eXamination of Mr. Nifenecker 
was in pursuance of Mr. Hirshfield’s 
avowed purpose of learning whether 
any economies can be effected in the 
education budget, which is said to he 
likely to run over $100,000,000 next 
year. The examination was conducted 
by Deputy Commissioner of Accounts W. 
D. Lg when Mr. Nifenecker ap 
eared in response to a subpoena whic 
tr. Hirshfield said, was , served after 
the witness had refused to appear 
voluntarily and had induced District 
Superintendent O’Grady to telephone 
i Commissioner’s office and ask par- 
fculars as to the matters about which 
he was to be questioned.
